Cyclist's Necessity. 


A1 Good Flow Sled. 


One of tiw farm conveniences is a 


plow sled, or runner, used iu transport- 
ing the plow to aud from the field. It 
is made of two pieces of plank, hard 
wood preferred. The one for the bottom 
should be 20 or 34 inches long and 13 .or 
15 inches wide. 
The other may beithe 


same width and 6 or 8 inches long. The 
smaller one should have a notch two 
inches square and au inch deep cut into 
it. This piece, whea inverted aud fasten- 
ed on to one end of the larger piece, 
forms a socket for the point of the plow 
to rest iu and keeps the plow from slip- 
ping off. Tbe small piece can be spiked 
or bolted on. After the pieces are fas- 
tened together the front end can • be 
dressed off in thebhapeof a runner. The 
corners can be taken off also. About six 
inches from the roar end bore two holes 
and drive in a couple of old bolts far 
enough apart to a!>nw the land side of 
the plow to rest between them. 
T 


keeps the runuer m its place. 


When transporting the plow, tarn it 


over on tho share,, slip the runner to its \ 
place, turn the plow up and drive off. 
With this little implement one ut-eil not 
lift the plow on a higher s!ed or wagon. 
It saves lifting and saves time.

course it is intended for a walking plow. 
If iur a left hand piow, the notch nntl 
bolts should be \viubiu two inches of the 
right side, but for a right band plow 
they should be near tho left side, says a 
correspondent of The Prairie Farmer.
